THE CHILIAN REVOLUTION. 


fr Letter From Admiral Brown of thtt 


United State* Naval Force* on 


the, Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The navy de- 


partment has received the following 
letter concerning the Chilian revolu- 
tion from Rear Admiral Brown com- 
manding the United States naval force 
on the Pacific station. 


"There are about 0,000 well-equipped 


and well-organized troops, consisting 
of all arms of the service within a 
rudlua of T miles of Coqulmbo. 


"On the 7th Inst there was a fight be- 


tween the government troops and those 
of the insurgents at Vallenar, in which 
not over 800 men on each side were en- 
gaged. The result of this engagement 
cannot bo ascertained with any degree 
of accuracy, as the official reports of 
both sides are conflicting. Itis known, 
however, that the government force 
returned to Zerena immediately after 
the fight Vallenar is Inland from the 
port of Euasco, and about 100 miles 
north of Coquimbo 
It is positively 


known that the insurgents at Iquique 
have recently received about, 15,000 
stand of aims, some rapid-firing field 
pieces and a great quantity of ammu- 
nition, by 
their transport 
Maipo. 


These munitions of war, it is believed, 
were received by the transport from a 
German steamer near the Falkland is- 
lands, or at some anchorage near Cape 
Horn. 


"So far an men, arms and ammunition 


and ships ire concerned, the insurgents 
are now prepared for a movement to 
tho south; but it is my opinion that no 
movement is probable until the winter 
season is nearer at an end, because of 
the want of warm clothing for tho 
troops. If, however, the report just 
received here to the effect that the two 
ships about completed in Franco have 
been delivered to the government offi- 
cers is true, it will have the effect of 
hastening action on the part of the in- 
surgents

wreck. The viaduct Is of iron, and 
pans a small stream. There was no 
washout, and the bridge was not 
iroken down. The railway officials 
iiave a telegram that the disaster was 
due to the moving of rails, so that tho 
rain ran off the bridge.

aohed to the train.

Sinco his confinement in the Eastern 
penitentiary the disgraced official has 
been doing some thinking, and hoc 
come to the conclusion that it was his 
duty to tell all ho know, and how the 
frauds were perpetrated In the Key- 
stone bank 


Lawreuce, it seems, placed tho con* 


fession in tho hands of his counsel, 
who, 
by the reqiMst of the prisoner, 


turned it over to ex-Bank Examiner 
Brew. Tho confession is represented 
as being a most remarkable document, 
inasmuch as it fully unfolds the method 
pursued by the bank officials to deceive 
the examiner and all others having 
anything to do with the government 
and the institution. It sots forth that 
from 1880 down to about the time of 
the cloning of the bank in March, 1801, 
methods were adopted to deceive the 
keenest official. From what is said 
of the document, a state of affairs 
existed that was marvelous, and the 
means employed for deception could 
only bo suggested and the fraudulent 
transaction carried on by shrewd men. 
The confession, it is said, fully de- 
scribes everything, and when made 
known will bo read with interact by 
every bank official. 


Nothing has been held back, and tho 


revelations, while astounding, were of 
such a chai acter as to show that it was 
possible for tho guilty parties to con- 
tinue their operations for a oeries of 
years without being detected 
The 


confession was voluntarily made, and 
was a snrprlbo to the ex-bank examiner.

Club called a meeting 6t tbe dinoton at 
Pekin yesterday, it whinh all of the offi- 
oers but two were present. Hon. W. 0. 
John*, member of (be directory, was 
present to looi'after the interests ot the 
114 Deoatnr stockholders. By-laws tor 
the government ot the officers ot the 
Olnb were adopted and will be printed 
at onoa and distributed to the stockhold- 
ers.' It was ordered that certificates ot 
stock be issued aa soon as passible to the 
varioas person* entitled to them, and it 
is believed all members will receive their 
certificates within two weeks. The trus- 
tee of the Olnb, who is to receive the 
conveyances ot land, was changed from 
the oonnty judge to the circuit clerk of 
Tazewell oonnty, for the reason that, aa 
the oonnty judge was compelled to ren- 
der judgment against the lands of the 
Olnb, he might be embarrassed by|the 
fact of holding so much in his own name 
even aa trustee. A resolution was adopted 
instructing the president in acquiring 
and perfecting titles to lands to first pay 
particular attention to those lands in and 
about Spring Lake proper, and between 
the1 lake and the river, .constituting the 
moat important part of the hunting and 
fishing grounds, and leaving the lamia 
north and east of Spring Lake, including 
Clayton Lake, for acquisition afterward. 
The vote on this resolution waa unani- 
mous, and as the resolution-particularly 
described the sections and parts of sec- 
tions to be acquired under its terms, it 
may now be ooaeidered that the policy of 
the Club upon this point is settled in 
direct accordance with the ^wishes and 
desires Qf those Deoatnr. stockholders 
who are at all familiar with the situation 
of the grounds. The salary of the secre- 
tary tor the .first'year was fixed at «100, 
and .that; of the. treasurer at 825, and 
compensation of the president was post- 
poned until the; next meeting, of the 
directors. John Fitzgerald, circuit clerk 
of Tazewell oonnty, was unanimously 
chosen secretary, thus ending an un- 
pleasant controversy and making way 
with every possible element of discord or 
dissatisfaction..among the stockholders. 
The directors who are not residents of 
Tazewell county called upon Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, notified him of his election and 
received the assurance that he would 
enter upon his duties.

the treasury. It was unanimously voted 
to levy an additional ten per cent at 
once, and the Deoatnr stockholders may 
expect within-a week to receive notice of 
the second assessment. The .by-laws pro- 
vide that if any stockholder fails for 
thirty days after notice of assessment to 
pay, his stock .may. at the option of the 
directors be forfeited. It will, therefore, 
be necessary for our stockholders to be 
ready to pay their money into the local 
treasury.

Tested. 


The fire steamer was tested yesterday 


afternoon at the Shellabarger mill in the 
presence of the fire commissioners, the 
aldermen and a number of citizens who 
looked on to see how the engine worked- j 
Water was thrown over the grain eleva- 
tor which is 75 feet high.

The Trip to Hloomtogton. 


Tne ladles of the Decatur Industrial and Char- 


itable Union have for months been contemplat- 
ing a visit to the Bloo.rclngton Industrial Home, 
hoping to eain something from the experience 
ot the older Institution. The visit was made 
yesterday, with very satisfactory results, Mrs. 
Hattle Capon Allen, the president ot the Bloom- 
Ington Eome, met the ladles at the depot and 
conducted them to the new Home recently pur- 
chased b} their society, The Home Is on Green 
street In a popular residence district. Great 
opposition to Its location developed after the 
purchase was made, property owners contend. 
Ing that It would depreciate the value ol their 
holdings m the vicinity. This opposition has 
almost died out, as two good residences am to 
be erected Immediately opposite the Home this 
fall. Their lot Is a large corner M, with a 
paling fence In (rout and a close board fence on 
three sides. Mrs. Allen said: "The first Im- 
provement we Intend to maKe Is to put a wide 
board on top ol the old fence, to give greater 
privacy to our premises, and then If we con 
raise enough, we will put another story onto the 
wing and build a new kitchen, and when possi- 
ble put a new furnace. We nald S4000 for the 
place, (1100 down, and are carrying building 
association stock on the remainder. There arc 
at present only 8 Inmates of tha Home, two ol 
these babies under four months old. Two old 
ladiesfare permanent inmates, and the remain- 
der are girls or women received for reformation. 
The society have found homes for 24 children 
within a year, but their work Is principally that 
of oaring for errlnc women and girls, finding 
them respectable homes and helping them tc 
self-respect and selE-snpnort. They are trying 
now to get the W. U. T. U. to take up that pari 
ol the work, so that the Homo can be 'more 
largely devoted to old women and children." 
At present their work Is of the same mUed 
character that was contemplated by the Union 
here In their work. The number of Inmates 
varies from 1C as the largest at one time to e as 
the smallest. Their expenses are paid by popu- 
lar subscriptions, the entire county assisting In 
the work. Every township In the county Is visit- 
ed, meetings are held, and the county takes 
quite as much Interest In the Institution as does 
the city. They receive about the same kind ol 
county aid that Is guaranteed tbe Industrial and 
Charitable Union here. 
The Bloomington ladies have promised to re- 
turn the visit some time in the near future.
